Gasolene Extremely S«carce.
The gasolene situation Is quite desperate. The

Faithful Old Standard Oil Company, which seldom
kick» when business Is bad, ha» not complained,
but It i» a fact that never before In the hlitory
of the oil business in America has the Standard
been compelled to turn down orders because of a

shortage lr crudr oli
This I» the tlmt of year when the gasolene manu¬

facturer thould »tore for the spring business, but
I understand that none of the Standard Oil com¬

panies can get enouch crude oil to produce the

volume of gasolene which is demanded for cur¬

rent consumption.
The telegraph and telephone wire« have been

kept warm by Standard officials for a number of
weeks pa»t in que»t of crude oil. In the mean¬

time the company is said to have turned down

numerous large order» for gasolene "from the oat-

tide," meaning outside of the company's regular
customers.
There Is every evidence that the Standard ln-

tsnd» to adhere to its policy of taking csre of It»

old customer! first. The latest contulsr reports
»how that the United »ctatea is exporting only
about two-thlrdt of Its ususl volume of gssoiene.
The vslus of the gaa exported during the nine

months ending lsst September was only Î10,-
468,000, sgainst $16,614,000 for the corresponding
months of 1914. Since September the exporta
tion of gas has been far below the minimum record.
The plain fact is we are consuming more gas

than the supply of crude oil will yield at a figure
which the sutomobilist considers reasonable.

I have heard it »aid by men in the autorr.i r,:u«

trade that they feared we would face 80 cent

gasolene next ipring. Hut I have been unable to

find an official of the Standard Oil Company wh >

would predict »uch a price.
The oil men hold, on the contrnry, that the press¬

ure will likely be relieved before .-pring. If things
should quiet down in Mexico, we might get back
to 16 cent ga*. At present the Bast is drawing Its

supply of gas from what Is called the mld-contlnent

A Car to Every 100 People.
ad« the au'«

an increase in volume end value of product of

8,278 per cent. Its nearest competitor in point si
growth, electrical manufacturing, has gained onl.
107 per cent. For 1916 alone trade authorities
predict a further increase in volume of production
of from 20 to 86 per cent, computed on the 1915
volume, and estimate ths sggregsts output of
Amsrtcsn fsctoriei st 1,000,000 new ear», with a

sslei value of approximately $700,000,oro.
The totals sppesr even more Impreiiivs when

considered in proportion to the population of tho
country, and mean that In the coming feat thero
will be produced and sold one motor car to every
100 people in the United States. It is estimate«;
that at the present time there are more than
2,000,000 pleasure cars In use in America, or ony

to every fifty persons, or, to carry It further and
considering four persons to a family, approximate¬
ly one motor car to every tw« Iv« famil.«
the end of the fiscal year of 1916, and assuming th«
estimated production to have been disposed of,
this ratio will have been reduced to one automo¬
bile to every eight families.
The distribution of this tremendous manufact¬

uring volume has been general and in no way con

fined to the more populous sections of the country.
New York State, of course, leads the Republic In
the number of cars owned in any one State, wit

something more than 200,000 machines owned with-
in its borders, but in relation to the density of
populstion of the other states New York is fur
from being unique. Take Kansas, for example. If
the corn barons continue to buy BUtOBBi
the present rate, it follows, rr.f.tlicmatically, tl
by July 1, 1018, there will be owned in that state

a motor car for every solitary family. To-day
even, according to Kansas statistics, there is on-

Armored Train for Guard.
When the .New York National Guard goes Into

th» field next »umm.r for Its annual manreuvr.«

it will b. augmented by a thoroughly up-to-date
armored motor train. Governor Whitman latt
week approved an appropriation of f lfl,«'00 for sup¬

plies and maintenance for thi» new unit of the

militia.
The appropriation will not be used in any p»rt

. of the armored car« composing

It will carry two three pounders and lèverai ma¬

chine g-uns. Ten men will compose the crew.

It ii whst military men call a double drive, hav¬
ing a iteering gear at each end. There is only
one motor, but the driving gears permit of a re¬

verse ipeed of more than fifteen miles an hour.
The car may be driven into an attack head on,

snd If things get too warm it may bo backed
oat at a good rate of speed, the rear driver taking
up th* steering.

Just how many battle cars the first train will

contain has not been decided. The majority of the

Who Said Racing \X;as Dead?
In the dally rush of men and motors we may

easily overlook an important development or per¬
sonage. It was by mere accident that I stumbled
upon a copy of the address of 0, W. Dickinson,
secretary of »he Michigan State Fair, before the
American Association of Fair» and Expositions,
Just held In Chicago.

His subject was "Automobile Racing," and after
reading the rather lengthy document I am con¬

vinced that v.e have never yet seen the idea! au¬

tomobile race.

Mr. Dickinson lin« lifted the curtain which hid
it from our view and put us on the right track.
He says the monster cement or board spcedw.i:

a bug which the public will not fall for, and
that it cannot, bo made to pay because the big
»»peedway offer» no opportunity for spectacular
driving the only thing that will hold the crowd.
Mr. Dickinson »ays we must go back to the dirt

track, with an oval of a mile or a mile and a half.
The car must be a negative element. His Ideal
would bo for every driver to us. the tame make
of car, thus eliminating an advertising element,
which he considers a great drawback to the genu¬
ine sport.
He believes we have three sensational feature*.

in automobile dirt track racing which cannot be
introduced on the modern speedway, and that upon
them the entire future of tho .»port must depend.
They are the spectacular skid, the hair ra.sing
tlide and tho blood boiling leap. Only the great
fhowman, he »ays, can realize this, and only tho
showman can put automobile racing on a lastihg
basis. Mere BBStained speed, he holds, i«j mo¬

notonous and tiresome.
Just how seriously the exposition manager» took

the suggestions made by Mr. Dickinson Is not

known, but it is interesting to realize that the

king« of the old dirt track »chool of racing still
have at least one sturdy champion left. If in the
court-'e of time the perfectly »afe »peedway fails
to thrill us with its form of racing, we have one

more chance to hold the public with the automo¬

bile slide und leap.

294 persons were struck by vehicle! when «¦rosrjjjstreets at other than street intersectiont. |S
from vehicles accounted for 224 accident!" yn
persons were hurt when getting on or off it-s¬
cars in an improper way; 187 were killed or |*
jured while playing in the street through no fa*Ji
of drivers; 90 ran Into or In front of vthieltt
26 were intoxicated, and 6S were stealing rid»*.
Among other interesting facts shown by thi re¬

port are that street accidents increste ttetdllt
from Janusry to July and then gradually decraut
until the end of the year; tlint most accident!
occur from 11 s. m. to 12 noon and from 5 t* ?
p. m.; that about 46 per cent of the per»ont fttallj
hurt are children, and that the largest nurtbtr
of children killed and Injured ars aged from tv,
to eight yean.

"Any computation nude," he ststet, "on u

turning an ordinary mileage for autornobiltt til
taking the actual mileage of the street railw«»t,
will show thst the motor vehicle rani tevartl
times sa many miles as the streetcsr does befort
it either kills or injures any one."
Considering only sccidents to person« who wtrt

not passengers, 10,000 streetcars killed or injured
1,491 persons, and about 100,000 automobil» tr,l
trucks killed or injured 3,304. Some perion vu
either killed or Injured for every 16.000 mil»,
that a streetcar was openated, and one perion for
every 110,000 miles a motor vehicle was op*rilt4,
assuming that the automobile travelled an tvajift
of 6,000 miles In th« year.

"In accident, cases if often happens," tht Coa-
missioner observes, "that the pedestrian, thi bi¬
cycle rider or the driver of a carriage is cartlta
or recklesi and to blame, rather than the openttr
of the motor ear. It is certainly deplorablt that
»o many accidents occur, but it must be bortt S
mind thst some accidents are unavoidable, w

matter how careful the operators of n.otor cm

may be."

firm thosis of the Coroner of Cook Costa) for
rtreot accidents in Chicago, those of tí.«* \ewYork
Police Depsrtment and the accident reporta oí U«.
Hoston Polico Department, which ahow that «nlv
a small minority of accidents are due to the fault
of motor vehicle operators and that the ratio of
accidents per mile travelled is much -malltr ftr
automobiles than for streetcars and horsfl inn
vehicles.
